The  simplified  Income  and  Ex- 
pense Chart  which  appears  below 
jon  this  page  is  designed  to  give 
KPFA  subscribers  an  accurate 
profile  of  station  finances  during 
[the  past  three  years.  Please 
^examine  it  with  care.  It  shows 
show  KPFA  has  grown  and  it  also 
indicates  what  KPFA's  needs  are. 
The  major  increase  in  station  operating  coats  is 
in  payroll,  with  a  rise  of  about  $25,000  between 
1968  and  1970.  We  have  attempted  to  set  and 
maintain  an  equitable  salary  range  for  those  who 
work  3t  KPFA  (though  the  pay  is  low  in  non-KPFA 
terms)  and  to  provide  adequate  health  benefits. 
Pay  for  non-department  heads  is  $125  per  week 
and  for  department  heads  (e.g.,  News  Director, 
Production  Director,  etc.)  it  is  $145  per  week. 
There  are  seniority  increments  of  $5  per  week  each 
six  months.  We  participate  in  Kaiser  Health  Plan 
coverage  for  all  regular  employees. 

We  have  also  added  some  staff  members  since 
our  low  point  in  Fall  of  1969.  In  my  opinion,  an 
adequate  number  of  staff  members  at  the  station  is 
the  key  to  providing  a  program  service  worthy  of 
increased  subscriber  support.  KPFA  is  at  the  point 
now  where  it  can  deal  with  the  tremendous  flow  of 
people,  ideas,  and  events  which  come  its  way  be- 
cause it  is  a  community  radio  station.  I  believe  that 
the  coming  year  will  prove  to  be  an  exciting  and 
invigorating  one  for  KPFA  listeners. 


You  will  note  that  donations  (as  apart  from 
subscriptions,  renewals  and  special  fund  drives) 
have  averaged  about  $100,000  per  year,  and  that 
subscription  and  renewal  income  (apart  from 
special  drives)  increased  in  1 969  and  1 970  to  about 
$120,000.  The  remainder  necessary  to  pay  our 
budget  costs  came  from  special  drives,  benefit 
events,  and  the  like.  In  order  to  truly  stabilize 
KPFA's  financial  situation  we  must,  of  course,  in- 
crease our  subscribership  and  improve  our  renewal 
percentage.  These  are  the  two  development  and 
promotion  areas  which  will  be  receiving  most 
attention  during  the  coming  year. 

A  few  more  notes  on  the  chart  below :  The  figure 
for  Folio  is  net  cost  after  advertising  revenue  has 
been  deducted.  A  figure  for  Promotion  costs 
appears  in  1969  and  1970  but  not  in  1968  because 
before  1969  KPFA  did  not  have  a  separately 
budgeted  category  for  these  expenses.  Miscellaneous 
other  income  represents  benefit  events  such  as  the 
Fillmore  concert  by  Creedance  Clearwater  Revival, 
Joan  Baez'  benefit  concert,  and  the  KPFA  Christmas 
Fair.  The  Special  Fund  Drive  (our  Minitho'ns)' 
figure  resulted  from  KPFA's  effort  to  keep  the 
Internal  Revenue  Service  away  from  the  door.  It 
helped  erase  earlier  deficits  and  gave  us  a  boost  for 
the  next  year. 

I  would  urge  you  to  help  with  this  year's 
Marathon  as  fully  as  possible.

A  Sketch  of  the

Amendment

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Last  month  I  listed  a  few  examples  from  the 
last  20  years  or  so  of  how  the  commercial 
broadcasting  industry  had  always  failed  to  come 
together  when  one  of  them  or  a  small  non- 
commercial station  was  threatened  by  anti-free 
speech  elements  in  the  country.  In  this  concluding 
part,  I  shall  give  some  examples  to  show  that  a 
change  may  be  in  the  wind.  Over  the  period  of 
the  last  year  there  have  been  a  number  of  occasions 
on  which  the  media  institutions  have  joined  forces 
even  when  they  were  not  directly  threatened 
economically. 

In  January  of  1970,  the  Justice  Department 
triggered  what  may  have  been  the  turning  of  the 
tide  by  issuing  subpoenas  to  several  newsmen, 
including  Earl  Caldwell  of  the  New  York  Times 
and  Mike  Wallace  of  CBS,  requiring  them  to  submit 
material  from  their  notebooks  and  film  "outtakes" 
(film  that  was  shot,  but  not  used  for  broadcast) 
relating  to  the  Black  Panther  Party.  Mr.  Wallace 
had  done  an  extended  report  of  the  Panthers 
for  60  Minutes,  and  Mr.  Caldwell  has  covered  the 
Panthers  regularly  as  the  Times'  correspondent 
based  in  San  Francisco. 

CBS  supplied  the  outtakes,  but  later  claimed 
that  it  had  done  so  as  the  result  of  a  mix-up  in 
corporate  communications,  and  would  not  do  so 
in  the  future  if  the  subpoenas  were  "unduly  broad 
in  scope,  or  would  create  an  unwarranted  burden 
on  our  news  operations."  Mr.  Caldwell  refused  to 
supply  the  notebooks  or  even  to  appear  before 
the  court  and  he  was  cited  for  contempt;  his  paper 
backed  him  up.  His  case  is  still  in  litigation.  CBS, 
Newsweek  and  the  Associated  Press  filed  amicus 
curia  briefs  with  the  court  supporting  a  motion  to 
dismiss  the  subpoenas.  As  part  of  this,  CBS 
correspondents  Walter  Cronkite,  Dan  Rather,  Eric 
Sevareid,  Marvin  Kalb  and  Mike  Wallace  submitted 
depositions.  For  example,  Mr-  Wallace  stated,  in 
part,  "In  my  experience  in  investigative  news 
gathering  the  ability  to  establish  confidence  of 
people  who  may  be  willing  to  suggest  leads  and 
divulge  facts  and  background  information  to  me 
has  been  essential.  If  such  people  believed  that  I 
might,  voluntarily  or  involuntarily  betray  their 
trust  by  disclosing  my  sources  of  their  private 
communications  to  me,  my  usefulness  as  a  reporter 
would  be  seriously  diminished." 

|  While  NBC  was  not  directly 
involved  in  the  issue,  NBC 
President  Julian  Goodman 
took  the  occasion  of  a 
Sigma  Delta  Chi  lecture  at 
the  University  of  Texas  to 
decry  the  government 
subpoenas,  as  attempts  to 
"compel  newsmen  to  act  as 
agents  of  the  government 
or  as  witnesses  for  the 
state"  and  he  demanded 
that  the  use  of  subpoenas 
by  the  government  on  the 
abandoned  as  a  matter  of 
self-restraint."  He  continued, 
1798    —    when       newsmen    were

sentenced  to  prison  under  the  Sedition  Act  for 
statements  displeasing  to  the  government  —  has 
American  journalism  been  under  greater  attack," 
and  he  warned  that  "if  the  pressures  continue, 
they  create  a  clear  and  growing  danger  to  the 
freedom  of  information  secured  by  the  First 
Amendment  —  freedom  secured  to  the  journalist 
as  a  means  but  guaranteed  to  the  people  as  an  end." 
He  referred  to  the  subpoenas  as  a  "series  of 
dragnet  subpoenas  directed  at  the  confidential 
materials  and  memories  of  newsmen,"  observing 
that  they  are  "bad  in  principle,  bad  in  practice  and 
bad  in  experience,  because  their  affect  is  to  dry 
up  and  drive  away  the  diversity  of  information  the 
public  must  have." 

CBS  News  President  Richard  Salant  and  CBS 
President  Frank  Stanton  both  spoke  out  on  the 
subject,  and  Mr.  Salant  wrote  to  two  Congressmen 
in  support  of  a  bill  that  was  intended  to  protect 
newsmen  from  governmental  seizures  of  confi- 
dential information  and  names  of  sources. 
KRAB    Case 

The  next  interesting  case  was  that  of  Pacifica 
affiliate  KRAB  in  Seattle,  Washington.  In  February 
1970,  the  FCC  gave  the  station  a  one-year  renewal 
of  its  license,  instead  of  the  customary  three  years, 
because  of  complaints  arising  from  the  broadcast 
of  a  program  with  "four  letter"  words.  Com- 
missioners Johnson  and 
Cox  dissented,  and  in  his 
|  statement,  Commissioner 
I  Cox  (now  no  longer  a 
I  memberof  theCommission) 
found  the  action  arbitrary 
(and  that  it  indicated  to  him 
Ithat  the  Commission  was 
)bserving  a  double  standard 
■  in  dealing  with  language 
Commissioner  Cox  offensive  to  listeners  and 
viewers.  According  to  Broadcasting,  he  noted  that 
although  the  Commission  received  far  more  com- 
plaints about  the  material  broadcast  on  the  now- 
defunct  Smothers  Brothers  Comedy  Hour  and 
Rowan  and  Martin's  Laugh-In  than  it  has  about 
about  KRAB  or  the  Pacifica  stations,  it  has  never 
raised  a  question  about  such  programming  with  the 
networks.  He  said,  "Networks  and  the  profitable 
and  powerful  stations  should  recognize  that  if  they 
allow  the  Commission  to  interfere  with  the  freedom 
of  small,  unconvential  stations  ...  to  broadcast 
language  that  offends  some,  then  those  in  our 
society  will  be  encouraged  to  seek  further  restrict- 
ions on  programming;  their  next  target  will  quite 
probably  be  —  if  it  isn't  already  -  what  they 
regard  as  sexually  suggestive  or  provocative 
material,  whether  in  dialogue,  costume,  dance  or 
other  form.  And  they  are  quite  likely  to  push  on 
to  attack  matter  which  offends  their  sense  of 
propriety  as  to  morals,  political  opinion,  behaviour 
etc." 

Perhaps  someone  at  CBS  heard  Commissioner 
Cox;  they  joined  as  a  friend  of  the  court  in  KR AB's 
appeal  to  the  FCC  to  reverse  that  ruling.  The 
appeal  was  denied,  but  KRAB  requested  a  hearing 
and  as  this  is  written,  the  first  breakthrough  has 


just  been  reported;  the  hearing  examiner  in  the 
case  has  recommended  a  full  three-year  renewal 
for  the  station.  He  found  that,  while  the  station 
"did  broadcast  a  few  programs  that  included  some 
language  offensive  to  some  people.  KRAB  is  not  a 
station  that  presents  smut  regularly  or  frequently." 
He  continued  that  it  is  not  the  station's  policy  "to 
use  obscene  or  indecent  language  on  its  broadcasts 
for  the  sensational  or  shock  value  such  language 
might  have."  He  said  that  the  station  is  a  "free- 
forum  broadcast  station,"  that  encourages  free  and 
complete  public  expression  and  that  there  was  "no 
evidence  to  show  that  anyone  in  Seattle  was 
offended  by  anything  heard  on  KRAB." 

KPFT  Bombings 

Finally,  in  this  recitation  of  perhaps  hopeful 
moves,  we  come  to  the  KPFT  case.  As  you  probably 
know,  KPFT,  our  new  Houston  station,  went  on 
the  air  in  March,  1970  and  on  May  12,  its  trans- 
mitter was  blown  up  by  dynamite.  The  station  was 
silenced,  but  with  insurance  money  and  special 
contributions  from  across  the  country,  they  were 
back  on  the  air  in  June  with  a  new  transmitter. 

On  October  6,  another  bomb  did  enough  damage 
to  force  the  station  off  the  air  again,  this  time  for 
a  longer  period.  The  problems  of  getting  back  on 
the  air  were  complicated  by  the  difficulty  of  getting 
insurance,  and  by  being  asked  to  vacate  their 
former  transmitter  location.  Though  it  seemed 
warranted  to  many,  the  FBI  never  entered  the  case 
of  the  first  bombing,  and  up  to  the  time  of  the 
second  blast,  the  local  authorities  had  arrested  no 
suspects.  With  the  second  bombing,  Pacifica  and 
Congressman  George  Bush  (R.,  Tex.)  (now  our 
U.N.  Ambassador)  called  for  an  FBI  investigation. 
From  Washington,  the  response  was  negative. 

Less  than  two  weeks  later,  on  October  16,  there 
was  an  unprecedented  act  of  industry  cooperation; 
the  Corporation  for  Public  Broadcasting  and  the 
National  Association  of  Broadcasters  joined  with 
Pacifica  in  calling  for  an  FBI  investigation.  That 
same  day,  in  Gatlinburg,  Tennessee,  President 
Richard  S.  Salant  of  CBS  News  was  delivering  an 
eloquent  call  for  unity  in  the  defense  of  the  First 
Amendment  by  broadcasters,  to  the  Tennessee 
Association  of  Broadcasters.  He  said,  in  part: 

"...  all  of  us  must  speak  out  —  vigorously  — 
wherever  and  whenever  we  genuinely  feel  that 
we  see  a  threatened  erosion  of  the  rights  of  any 
part  of  the  press  or  any  part  of  broadcasting. 
We  have  not  always  had  an  impeccable  record 
on  this  score  .  .  .  This  is  tough,  because  the 
cases  which  are  damaging  to  freedom  are  often 
the  cases  where  the  print  media  or  the  broad- 
caster has  said  things  which  outrage  you  and 
me  and  which  we  believe  should  never  have 
been  printed  or  spoken  or  shown. 

But  we' must  remember  that  this  is  exactly 
what  the  First  Amendment  is  about:  It  was  not 
designed  to  protect  the  press  from  saying  things 
with  which  we,  or  the  majority  or  people,  agree. 
It  was  designed  to  prevent  government  intrusion 
against  outrageous  and  disagreeable  statements 
with  which  we  totally  disagree." 
[Continued  on  p.  34] 
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Jean  Vigo's  dream  that  cinema  will  become  an 
art  when  its  instruments  become  as  available  as  the 
pen  and  pencil  to  the  poet  has  not  yet  been  realized 
but  may  not  be  far  from  us.  Sixteen  millimeter 
equipment  has  already  revolutionized  the  film 
industry.  Now  eight  millimeter  movies  with  syn- 
chronized sound  are  coming  along.  Videotape, 
which  is  as  reusable  as  sound  recording  tape,  may 
provide  the  means  of  bringing  the  tools  of  film  art 
to  the  people. 

First  results  of  this  technological  evolution  are 
already  becoming  apparent.  Poorer  people  all  over 
the  United  States  are  having  their  go  at  filmmaking. 
Ghetto  film  projects  have  grown  in  number  to  the 
point  where  the  American  Film  Institute  has  created 
a  special,  independent  organization  to  coordinate 
their  activities.  The  Community  Film  Workshop 
Council  was  started  three  years  ago  with  a  $50,000 
seed  grant  from  AFI.  The  Council  has  since 
developed  its  own  sources  of  funding,  and  through 
the  help  of  such  figures  as  Harry  Belafonte  and 
Sidney  Poitier,  has  already  made  strides  toward 
integrating  film  unions. 

Even  more  impressive,  however,  are  the  films 
being  made  in  the  nation's  ghettos.  A  new  kind  of 
filmmaking  is  going  on.  Instead  of  learning  about 
how  poor  people  live  by  watching  films  made  b^y 
professional    filmmakers,    we    now    have    access 


directly  to  the  thoughts  and  aspirations  of  people 
through  films  they  have  made  themselves.  This 
marks  the  end  of  an  era*  in  documentary  filmmaking. 
Ever  since  1922,  when  Robert  Flaherty  filmed 
Nanook  of  the  North,  we  have  relied  upon 
mediators  to  tell  us  of  the  lives  of  others.  Flaherty 
filmed  Eskimos  and  South  Sea  Islanders  with 
liberal  compassion  and  skill.  Yet  for  all  his  good 
qualities,  Flaherty  nonetheless  stood  between  us 
and  his  subject  matter.  It  was  always  the  way  he 
saw  people  that  mattered.  But  now  that  Vigo's 
dream  is  coming  true,  we  no  longer  have  to  rely  on 
others  to  mediate  for  us.  Minority  group  members 
are  making  their  own  films,  telling  their  stories  the 
way  they  want  them  told.  Their  films  speak 
directly  of  their  dreams  and  feelings,  informing  us 
of  their  innermost  concerns  in  a  way  more  candid 
and  dramatic  than  any  traditional  documentary 
film  ever  could. 

The  first  West  Coast  exhibition  of  a  number  of 
films  of  this  kind  will  take  place  at  the  de  Young 
Museum  on  May  27  as  part  of  the  continuing 
Pacifica  Film  Festival.  Among  the  films  to  be  shown 
are  The  Thief,  a  film  by  19-year-old  Raymond 
Esquelin  of  New  York.  In  the  brief  period  of  seven 
minutes,  the  film  tells  us  of  the  feelings  of  a  young 
Puerto  Rican  on  the  Lower  East  Side  who  steals  in 
[Continued  on  p.  34] 
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event  that  the  Marathon  is  not  too  indeterminate 
in  length),  most  of  it  from  his  pre-1970  days.  The 
music  of  this  period  serves  as  a  primer  for  those 
who  have  been  familiarized  with  the  most  recent 
music  of  Cage  but  know  less  about  his  percussion 
and  prepared  piano  periods.  Central  to  these  pro- 
grams is  a  series  devoted  to  the  new  two-record  set 
beautifully  performed  by  Jeanne  Kirstein  of  music 
for  keyboard  instruments  composed  between  1935- 
1948.  This  is  on  Columbia  M2S  819  and  includes 
music  for  piano,  prepared  piano  and  toy  piano. 
The  music  is  vital,  rich  and  wonderful  to  hear.  In- 
cluded is  Bacchanale  (1938),  the  first  piece  Cage 
wrote  for  prepared  piano.  The  invention  was 
motivated  by  the  need  to  duplicate  the  percussion 
sounds  which  occupied  Cage's  main  output  of  the 
late  thirties  in  a  physical  space  much  smaller  than 
ordinarily  required.  The  solution  was  to  modify 
the  sounds  of  a  single  piano  by  placing  nuts,  bolts, 
erasers  and  other  objects  on  the  strings  of  the  in- 
strument, thereby  modifying  the  sound. 

Kostelanetz,  in  the  new  book  about  Cage,  takes  a 
historical-developmental  approach  to  Cage's  life 
and  work.  The  result  is  a  library  of  much  useful 
data  arranged  in  nine  chapters,  six  of  which  are 
titled  by  the  years  of  original  publication  of  the 
information.  Thus,  chapter  two  is  titled  "1927-39," 
and  contains  Cage's  marvelous  high  school  valedic- 
tory speech  and  the  now  well-known  essay  "The 
Future  of  Music:  Credo,"  written  in  1937  and 
predicting,  "I  believe  that  the  use  of  noise  to  make 
music  will  continue  and  increase  until  we  reach  a

For  those  who  have  demanded  to  know:  the  title 
of  this  column  is  an  homage  to  the  local  canned 
music  service  which  calls  itself  "Musicast."  With 
that  in  mind  we  turn  to  the  announcement  and 
publication  of  a  new  book  titled  John  Cage,  edited 
by  Richard  Kostelanetz,  son  of  Andre.  But  first, 
a  reminder. 

Cage  will  be  in  San  Francisco  on  May  20  and  21 
to  present  concerts  on  the  New  Music  Ensemble 
series  of  the  San  Francisco  Conservatory.  The  hour 
is  8:30  PM  and  the  place  the  De  Young  Museum, 
both  nights.  In  conjunction  with  this  visit  we  hear 
a  good  deal  of  Cage's  music  this  month  (in  the 
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Here  are  some  further  offshoots  of  the  FCC's 
new  three-hour  rule,  mentioned  last  month  (also 
called  the  "prime-time  access  rule"): 

There  will  be  more  commercials  on  television; 
since  the  period  from  7:30  PM  to  8:00  PM  most 
nights  will  no  longer  be  network  "prime  time," 
the  local  stations  are  not  required  to  limit  them- 
selves to  selling  a  maximum  of  three  minutes  of 
commercials  in  that  half  hour  by  their  NAB  code. 
Variety  speculates  that  the  stations  may  well  sell 
up  to  twice  as  many  commercial  minutes  per  half 
hour,  come  Fall. 

Tommy  Smothers  may  be  back  on  the  tube  with 
a  program.  The  Smothers  Talent  Company  is  being 
developed  by  Group  W  Productions  as  a  new  pro- 
gram for  syndication  to  local  stations,  to  help  fill 
the  void  left  by  the  network  cutback.  Group  W 
(Westinghouse  Broadcasting  Company)  was  instru- 
mental in  precipitating  the  FCC's  ruling,  arguing 
that  the  network  monopoly  on  prime  time  left 
little  chance  for  independent  producers  of  tele- 
vision programs  to  place  their  product  on  stations. 
Reducing  the  networks'  control  is  supposed  to 
open  the  medium  to  new  areas  of  creativity  and 
diversity;  it  remains  to  be  seen  if  this  will  be  borne 
out,  but  Group  W  is  readying  a  number  of  new 
programs  for  the  Fall.  The  company  is  currently 
one  of  the  most  successful  of  program  syndicators 
(economically),  producing  The  Mike  Doug/as  Show 


and  The  David  Frost  Show,  and  they  own  KPIX 
in  San  Francisco.  The  new  Smothers  program  is 
described  as  being  "built  basically  around  Tommy 
Smothers  and  featuring  new  developments  in  show 
biz,  whether  with  film,  music,  comics  or  other 
performing  talent." 

***♦**#**** 

As  mentioned  here  last  month,  60  Minutes,  the 
weekly  CBS  newsmagazine,  has  been  shunted  from 
prime  time  (Tuesdays  at  10:00  PM)  to  fringe  time 
(Sundays  at  5:00  PM)  in  the  Fall;  but  there  was  a 
compromise  in  the  switch,  and  CBS  Reports  which 
has  been  only  an  occasional  program  in  recent 
years,  has  been  restored  to  regular  status  as  a 
monthly  two-hour  program,  pre-empting  the  net- 
work movie  one  Friday  night  each  month.  CBS 
News  President  Richard  Salant  assures  us  that  the 
programs  will  be  documentaries,  not  magazine 
programs. 

Incidentally,  the  most  recent  CBS  Reports, 
"The  Selling  of  the  President,"  which  was  roundly 
attacked  by  Spiro  Agnew,  Melvin  Laird  and  F. 
Edward  Hebert,  Chairman  of  the  House  Armed 
Services  Committee,  may  result  in  an  investigation 
of  CBS  if  Chairman  Hebert  has  his  way  —  he  has 
complained  to  the  FCC  about  the  program  and 
requested  an  investigation.

May  21,   11:15  AM 

ACT  1  —  Anush,  her  mother,  and  her  brother  Mosi  live  in 
a  little  hut  in  the  village  of  Lori,  which  is  nestled  amid  the 
majestic  mountains  of  Armenia.  Anush,  hoping  ot  see  her 
lover,  Saro,  whom  she  has  heard  singing  in  the  distance, 
pleads  with  her  mother  for  permission  to  go  to  the  spring 
where  the  girls  of  the  village  are  gathering.  Anush  sings 
and  dances  with  the  other  girls  at  the  spring  until  Saro 
arrives.  Fervently  and  passionately  Saro  tells  Anush  of  his 
love  for  her,  but  Anush,  troubled  by  premonitions  of 
misfortune,  is  worried  and  unhappy.  Saro  finds  it  difficult 
to  reassure  her. 

ACT  2  —  The  setting  is  a  typical  Armenian  village  festival 
celebrating  "Ambartsuma"  (Ascension  Day).  The  villagers 
dance,  sing  and  play  games  and  the  young  men  engage  in 
wrestling.  In  accordance  with  an  ancient  custom,  no 
wrestler  is  permitted  to  throw  his  opponent  to  the  ground 
in  these  bouts,  since  defeat  would  be  humiliating.  Every 
bout,  therefore,  must  end  in  a  draw.  When  someone 
suggests  that  Saro  and  Mosi  wrestle,  Mosi  declines. 

The  men  now  leave  the  clearing  so  that  the  girls  can 
begin  the  holiday  custom  of  "dzhan-giulium"  (fortune 
telling).  After  a  ritual  folksong  has  been  sung,  the  fortune 
telling  begins.  The  predictions  of  the  future  are  favorable 
for  all  of  the  girls  except  Anush  -  for  her  the  verdict  is 
the  death  of  her  loved  one.  When  Anush  sees  Saro,  who 
has  returned  upon  hearing  the  result  of  the  fortune  telling, 
she  faints. 

ACT  3  —  The  villagers  are  celebrating  the  wedding  of 
Ansuh  and  Saro  with  singing,  dancing  and  general  revelry. 
With  the  merrymaking  in  full  swing,  the  gloomy  misgivings 
and  forebodings  are  quite  forgotten.  When  the  Elder 
suggests  that  Saro  and  Mosi  entertain  the  guests  with  a 
wrestling  match  they  agree  to  do  so. 

A  group  of  the  men  gathers  closely  around  the 
wrestlers  to  see  to  it  that  the  rules  of  the  contest  are 
strictly  observed.  Although  the  fervor  of  the  battle  takes 
more  and  more  hold  of  the  two  young  men,  they  do  not 
forget  the  ancient  rule:  "Not  one  of  them  dare  throw  his 
opponent  on  the  ground  or  he  will  inflict  on  him  mortal 
insult.  Wrestling  is  a  game;  there  should  be  no  winners  or 
losers  here."  But  Saro,  catching  sight  of  Anush,  is  aroused 
by  her  obvious  pleasure  in  witnessing  this  exhibition  of 
his  strength  and  skill.  Forgetting  the  rules  of  the  game, 
Saro  throws  Mosi  to  the  ground  with  unusual  force  and 
wins  a  forbidden  victory.  The  villagers  are  completely 
unable  to  cool  the  anger  of  the  defeated  Mosi,  who 
throws  an  aura  of  gloom  over  his  sister's  wedding  by 
shouting:  "The  payment  for  disgrace  is  the  blood  of  the 
profaner." 

ACT  4  -  Anush,  terrified  of  her  brother's  anger,  has 
agreed  to  his  demand  that  she  break  completely  with  her 
husband.  But  when  Mosi  has  left,  Saro  comes  to  Anush, 
and  persuades  her  to  run  off  into  the  hills  with  him.  The 
villagers  see  from  the  distance  that  there  is  a  fire  burning 
at  the  farm  of  Saro.  Some  believe  that  Saro  himself  set  the 
fire  in  order  to  conceal  his  flight  with  Anush,  and  others 
think  that  the  vengeful  Mosi  is  responsible.  The  infuriated 
Mosi,  however,  cares  nothing  for  their  opinions.  His  only 
thought  is  to  catch  Saro  and  slay  him. 
ACT  4  -  Anush  has  left  the  wild  mountainous  country 
where  she  had  been  hiding  with  Saro  in  order  to  attempt 
to  reconcile  her  husband  and  brother  to  each  other.  While 
she  is  away,  however,  Mosi  finds  Saro  and  kills  him. 
All  the  villagers  flock  to  the  ravine  where  the  murder 
has  been  committed.  Anush,  crushed  with  grief,  has  lost 
her  reason.  She  climbs  up  the  mountainside,  and  flings 
herself  from  a  precipice  into  the  river  below.  The  villagers 
gather  at  the  river  and  sing  a  dirge  for  the  young  lovers. 
Modest  Musorgsky: 
THE  FAIR  ATSOROCHIIMSK 
May  28,   2:00  PM 

ACT  1  —  Market  place  at  Sorochinsk.  Cherevik  and  his 
daughter,  Parasiya,  arrive  at  the  Sorochinsk  Fair  to  sell  a 
mare  and  wheat.  Parasiya  admires  all  the  goods  on  sale 
while  her  father  is  intent  on  selling  his  merchandise.  A 
gypsy  professes  that  the  market  place  is  cursed  by  the 
devil,  revealing  the  tale  of  the  "krasnaya  svitka"  (The 
Red  Overcoat).  Gritsko,  a  young  cossack,  steals  up  to 
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Parasiya  to  embrace  and  kiss  her.  At  first  Cherevik  is 
abashed,  but  after  recognizing  Gritsko  as  the  son  of  one 
of  his  cronies,  he  is  pleased.  Gritsko  explains  that  he  and 
Parasiya  are  in  love  and  wish  Cherevik's  blessing.  Cherevik 
gladly  consents  and  the  two  men  go  off  for  a  drink  to 
finalize  the  matter.  As  night  falls,  Cherevik  meets  Parasiya's 
grandfather,  Kum,  and  they  proceed  to  over  indulge  in 
drink.  Kum  and  Cherevik  begin  a  rowdy  song  at  which 
Khivrya,  Cherevik's  wife,  enters  to  reprimand  him  for  his 
boisterous  behaviour.  Cherevik  informs  her  of  the  match 
between  Parasiya  and  Gritsko.  Khivrya  is  not  impressed  at 
all.  Overhearing  the  conversation,  Gritsko  remains  in  the 
background.  Sensing  his  downcast  mood,  the  gypsy  offers 
to  help  Gritsko  if  he  will  sell  him  his  two  oxen  for  a 
favorable  price.  Gritsko  agrees  and  both  are  extremely 
pleased  as  the  curtain  falls. 

ACT  2  —  Kum's  House.  Cherevik  sleeps  off  his  stupor  as 
Khivrya  bakes  vast  amounts  of  cakes  and  other  tasty 
morsels.  Khivrya  also  voices  unfavorable  sentiments  about 
her  spouse  while  commending  her  young  lover,  Afanasy, 
the  village  priest's  son.  Cherevik  awakens,  a  grand  row 
follows,  and  he  is  thrown  into  the  street  to  spend  the 
night  at  the  market  place.  Cherevik  complains  that  the 
market  is  haunted  by  the  "krasnaya  svitka"  but  to  no 
avail.  After  Cherevik's  departure,  Afanasy  arrives  to  gorge 
himself  on  the  cakes  that  were  baked  for  his  pleasure.  The 
banquet  concluded,  he  wishes  to  engage  in  love  making. 
Suddenly  knocks  are  heard  at  the  door.  Cherevik,  Kum 
and  guests  arrive.  Afanasy  is  petrified,  but  Khivrya  comes 
to  his  rescue  by  hiding  him  in  the  rafters.  Wine  is  brought 
in  and  the  guests  make  merry.  Kum  thinks  he  hears  the 
grunts  of  a  pig  which  make  him  turn  pale,  because  in  the 
legend  of  the  "krasnaya  svitka"  the  devil  appears  in  the 
form  of  a  pig.  In  actuality,  it  is  Afanasy's  snoring  he  hears. 
Thinking  themselves  safe  in  numbers,  they  burst  into  a 
wild  drinking  song  after  which  Kum  relates  the  tale  of  the 
"krasnaya  svitka."  The  devil  was  kicked  out  of  hell  and 
found  his  way  to  Sorochinsk.  Drinking  too  much  at  the 
inn,  he  was  unabla  to  pay  his  bill  so  the  innkeeper  accept- 
ed his  "krasnaya  svitka"  which  he  promised  to  return  in  a 
year's  time  when  the  devil  would  arrive  with  payment. The 
innkeeper  wold  the  "krasnaya  svitka"  pretending  to  forget 
his  promise  to  the  devil.  The  devil  had  the  inn  overrun  with 
swine  upon  learning  of  the  innkeeper's  breaking  his 
promise.  The  swine  made  the  innkeeper  confess  his  guilt 
and  now  the  devil  reappears  each  year  at  Sorochinsk  to 
search  for  his  "krasnaya  svitka."  At  the  story's  climax  a 
window  bursts  open,  a  swinish  face  appears,  and  pande- 
monium breaks  out  among  the  guests.  Afanasy  falls  from 
the  rafters  and  as  the  curtain  falls  Cherevik  flees  with  a 
saucepan  on  his  head  which  he  inadvertantly  picks  up  in 
place  of  his  hat. 

ACT  3  —  Evening  on  the  street  in  Sorochinsk.  Cherevik 
and  Kum  tumble  onto  the  stage  pursued  by  a  group  of 
young  lads  led  by  the  gypsy.  In  jest  the  boys  accuse 
Cherevik  of  stealing  his  own  mare  and  they  proceed  to 
lock  up  Cherevik  and  Kum  on  this  pretext.  In  vain 
Cherevik  attempts  to  ask  why  he  would  steal  his  own  mare. 
He  explains  that  they  were  only  running  away  from  the 
"krasnaya  svitka."  As  the  lads  prepare  to  leave,  they  tell 
the  two  men  they  had  best  explain  it  all  to  the  judge. 
Gritsko  now  appears.  He  offers  to  free  the  two  men  if 
Parasiya  will  be  his  to  marry.  Cherevik  makes  a  solemn 
pledge  and  goes  home  to  make  the  wedding  preparations. 
The  gypsy  reappears  and  Gritsko  concludes  his  deal  with 
him.  Exhausted  from  all  the  excitement,  Gritsko  falls 
asleep  only  to  dream  of  his  beloved  Parasiya. 
ACT  3  [Scene  2]  —  The  final  scene  is  set  on  a  street  in 
front  of  Kum's  house  the  following  morning.  Parasiya 
leaves  the  house  complaining  of  the  barriers  Khivrya  has 
placed  with  respect  to  her  marriage  to  Gritsko.  Cherevik 
joins  in  as  the  aria  concludes  with  a  lively  "hopak" 
(Ukranian  dance).  Kum  leads  Gritsko  in  explaining  there 
are  no  more  obstacles  to  the  marriage.  The  two  lovers 
united  at  last  sing  a  passionate  duet.  The  festivities  of  the 
wedding  commence,  but  just  as  Cherevik  is  to  pronounce 
his  blessing,  Khivrya  appears  —  she  has  been  to  the  market 
to  squander  all  the  money  acquired  from  the  sale  of  the 
mare.  Enraged,  she  throws  herself  on  Chersvik,  but  the 
gypsy  holds  her  back  exclaiming  it  is  bad  manners  to 
interrupt  a  wedding.  The  ceremony  over,  the  gypsy 
suggests  all  join  in  the  lively  hopak  which  brings  down  the 
final  curtain.

order  to  go  to  a  movie  and  later  is  haunted  by  guilt. 
The  End,  by  Alfonso  Sanchez,  aged  18,  is  a  highly 
complex  montage  of  apocalyptic  scenes  depicting 
the  end  of  urban  civilization. 

Bubby  is  the  poetic  portrait  of  a  Jewish  grand- 
mother as  filmed  by  her  grandson,  Murray  Kramer, 
a  talented  18-year-old  from  the  Bronx.  Then  there 
is  Intrepid  Shadows,  a  first  film  by  a  member  of  the 
Navajo  Tribe.  No  documentary  on  the  life  of  an 
American  Indian  can  capture  the  mysterious  love  of 
nature  that  pervades  this  film.  Also  shown  will  be  a 
delightful  reel  of  animated  films  by  children  aged 
5  to  15from  Lexington,  Massachusetts.  The  Yellow 
Ball  Cache  is  a  milestone  in  film  animation 
demonstrating  beyond  doubt  that  film  is  not  the 
exclusive  province  of  the  old  or  the  rich. 

These  films  are  crude  in  many  ways.  They  lack 
the  polish  of  the  more  sophisticated  independent 
films.  Yet  in  their  rough,  blunt  expressiveness  the 
stuff  of  human  existence  is  found.  Seeing  them  is 
like  being  introduced  to  someone  whose  life  may 
be  light  years  away  from  our  own,  but  with  whom 
we  feel  a  strange  and  compelling  kinship  during  the 
brief  moment  that  their  film  flickers  on  the  screen.

But  the  commercial  networks  were  silent  about 
the  bombing  until  nearly  two  weeks  later  when  on 
October  28,  President  Frank  Stanton  of  CBS  sent 
the  following  telegram  to  Attorney  General  John 
Mitchell: 

"So    serious    and    so    basic    a   question   of 
violation  of  the  First  Amendment  is  raised  by 
the  recent  bombing  of   KPFT,  Houston,  that 
CBS  urges  you  to  direct  an  FBI  investigation  of 
the  incident.  As  barbarous  and  venal  as  the  act 
of  violence  was  per  se,  the  more  important  issue 
is  whether  the  unlawful  silencing  of  an  organ  of 
the  free  press  voids  one  of  the  most  precious 
freedoms  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution.  Even 
if  the  bombing  were  merely  the  work  of  vandals, 
intent  upon  mischief  other  than  suppressing  a 
voice  fo  the  free  press,  the  end  result  is  the  same, 
and   therefore,    it    is   the  duty  of  the  federal 
government,  we  submit,  to  intercede." 
On  October  29,  the  Justice  Department  issued 
the  following  statement  in  the  KPFT  case:  "Evalu- 
ation of  the  situation  by  the  criminal  division  and 
civil  rights  division,  both  of  which  have  jurisdiction 
in  this  matter,  has  led  to  a  request  today  (to  the 
FBI)    for    a   full    and    complete    investigation   to 
determine  whether  federal,  civil  or  criminal  laws 
have  been  violated." 

As  to  other  industry  action,  Variety  reported  on 
November  4  that  "At  ABC,  a  spokesman  said  there 
was  concern,  but  there  would  be  'no  formal 
action.'  At  NBC,  network  president  Julian  Good- 
man said,  'We  haven't  sent  a  telegram  but  of  course 
we  are  in  favor  of  an  investigation  by  the  FBI  of 
those  bombings.'  " 

KPFT  returned  to  the  air  on  January  20  this 
year  in  a  burst  of  national  publicity;  their  return 
was  covered  live  by  The  Great  American  Dream 
Machine,  on  Public  Television  and  that  broadcast 
was  followed  by  the  excellent  KPFT  documentary 
"Space  City  Blues"  on  over  100  public  radio 
stations  (as  well  as  on  KPFA).  That  same  week  in 
January,  three  persons  were  arrested  in  Texas  on 
the  charge  that  they  were  headed  for  California  to 
blow  up  KPFA  and  KPFK.  As  this  is  written  (in 
April),  there  have  still  been  no  arrests  directly 
connected  to  the  KPFT  bombings. 

Perhaps  it  is  overly  optimistic  to  think  that 
these  examples  presage  a  new  era  of  cooperation 
among  broadcasters;  we  hope  that  it  does,  in  this 
era  of  Agnewism;  they  do  represent  some  signifi- 
cant first  steps.  Whether  the  next  front  will  be 
Justice  Department  subpoenas  of  newsmen,  license 
renewal  delays  or  FCC  complaints  about  objection- 
able language,  we  think  that  the  time  for  more 
than  just  "speaking  out"  will  come,  and  we  hope 
that  CPB,  NAB,  CBS  and  the  rest  of  the  industry 
will  be  prepared  to  join  in  whatever  action  is 
necessary  to  preserve  the  First  Amendment.

The  latest  episode  in  the  romance  between 
Public  Television  and  the  commercial  broadcasters 
is  reported  in  Variety  of  March  31.  John  Macy, 
president  of  the  Corporation  for  Public  Broad- 
casting, spoke  at  the  annual  general  meeting  of  the 
NAB  in  Chicago;  and  here  is  some  of  what  he  said : 

"We  have  conducted  a  fundamental,  down-to- 
the-bones  analysis  of  public  broadcasting  to  deter- 
mine what  our  proper  role  is  and  how  we  may 
best  serve.  And  we  concluded  -  not  surprisingly  - 
that  our  chief  value  to  the  nation  lies  in  education. 
Not  only  in  the  education  that  complements 
classroom  activity;  not  only  in  education  tied  to 
books  -  but  education  in  all  its  forms;  for  the 
young,  the  old  and  the  in-between;  education 
both  formal  and  informal,  tied  to  the  classroom  in 
some  cases  and  in  others  tied  only  to  the  question 
of  what  life  is  all  about." 

After  detailing  the  national  educational  crisis, 
Mr.  Macy  wenf  on,  "I  want  to  make  it  clear  that 
we  do  not  intend  to  change  the  direction  of  our 
current  evening  schedule,  but  rather  intend  to 
supplement  it  with  programming  of  more  direct 
educational  content.  We  continue  to  believe  that 
education  is  a  continuing  process  unto  the  day  of 
death  and  that  it  encompasses  the  arts,  current 
affairs,  making  things  grow  and,  yes,  even  French 
cookery." 

He  then  called  for  closer  cooperation  between 
public  and  commercial  television:  "Throughout 
recent  years,  commercial  and  public  broadcasting 
have  lived  in  peaceful  co-existence,  but  I  believe 
that  is  no  longer  adequate.  I  think  we  must  enter  a 
stage  of  active  cooperation  ...  We  should  increase 
the  instances  of  exchange  of  information,  ideas 
and  yes,  maybe  even  develop  an  exchange  program 
for  personnel." 

It  seems  to  me  that  what  we  need  is  an  alter- 
native to  commercial  broadcasting,  not  an 
"educational"   version   of    it.

music    produced    through    the    aid    of    electrical 
instruments  which  will  make  available  for  musical 
purposes  any  and  all  sounds  that  can  be  heard." 
Lunatic  words  in  those  days. 
Readers  will   be  delighted  by  the  appearance  in 
another  chapter  of  five  original  John  Cage  recipes, 
one    of    which    is    "Mushroom    Dogsup."  (Cage 
discovered  that  "catsup"  is  defined  as  a  thin  liquid 
sauce  and  subsequently  titled  his  more  full-bodied 
preparation    "dogsup.")    The   composer  first  dis- 
covered   mushroom    eating   when,   as   a   starving 
composer  living  in  Carmel  during  the  depression, 
he  began  to  rely  on  the  fungi  growing  around  his 
cabin.  Since  then  he  has  founded  the  New  York 
Mycological  Society  and  has  become  an  expert  on 
the  subject.  Recently  Tony  Gnazzo  related  to  me 
the  story  of  an  exotic  and  delicious  seven-course 
meal  served  to  him  at  Cage's  Stony  Point  dwelling 
(in  a  cooperative  community  in  upper  New  York). 
Each  course  was  a  mushroom  dish  and  each  was 
more  delicious  than  the  former.  Additionally,  the 
decorative   center-piece   was   a   bowl    of   colorful 
fungi. 

The  book  is  generally  a  compilation  of  articles  by 
and  about  Cage.  Many  of  Cage's  criticisms  from 
Modern  Music  (published  1924-1947)  appear.  There 
is  a  vehement  defense  of  Erik  Satie,  explanations  of 
the  methods  used  in  certain  specific  scores  by  Cage, 
and,  most  exciting,  many  articles  and  references  to 
the  extra-musical  activities  and  opinions  of  Cage. 
This  is  first  brought  to  bear  in  the  interview  of  Cage 
by  Kostelanetz  which  opens  the  volume.  Young 
Kostelanetz,  because  of  his  ingenuousness,  re- 
peatedly falls  into  the  snares  of  Cage's  philosophic 
dialogue.  The  result  is  a  learning  experience  of  the 
first  order  for  the  reader,  since  Kostelanetz  is 
himself  becoming  educated  by  the  experience  of 
the  interview.  Cage  explains  his  reasons  for  adopt- 
ing chance  operations  of  composition  and  under- 
lines the  work  of  Buckminster  Fuller,  Norman  O. 
Brown,  Ananda  K.  Coomaraswamy  and  others  who 
have  influenced  his  thought.  There  is  something  so 
moving  about  the  visionary  conduct  of  Cage  that 
cries  out  to  all  people,  even  composers,  to  benefit 
from  his  tremendous  discipline  in  the  face  of  the 
wastefulness  and  silliness  which  is  the  accepted 
vehicle  of  our  everyday  lives. 
Certainly  now,  with  Cage's  visit  to  our  locale 
imminent,  is  a  good  time  to  take  another  look  at 
the  extraordinary  contributions  of  this  man  as  both 
musician  (aesthetic  anarchist)  and  philosopher 
(social  anarchist)  and  to  celebrate  his  presence 
among   us. 

Praeger  has  issued  this  book  in  a  hard  cover  edition 
($12.50)  and  fortunately  also  in  paper.  It  is 
available  at  all  local  bookstores  and  I  heartily 
suggest  that  you  look  into  it.  See  pages  8  and  9  of 
this  Folio  for  illustrations  selected  from  the  book.
